

NYC pride parade is one of largest in movements history

NEW YORK (AP) — Exuber¬ 
ant crowds carrying rain¬ 
bow colors filled New York 
City streets Sunday for one 
of the largest pride pa¬ 
rades in the history of the 
gay-rights movement, a 
dazzling celebration of the 
50th anniversary of the in¬ 
famous police raid on the 
Stonewall Inn. 

Marchers and onlookers 
tookovermuchof mid town 
Manhattan with a proces¬ 
sion that lasted hours and 
paid tribute to the uprising 
that began at the tavern 
when patrons resisted of¬ 
ficers on J une 28,1969. The 
parade in New York and 
others like it across the na¬ 
tion concluded a month 
of events marking the an¬ 
niversary. 

Eraina Clay, 63, of subur¬ 
ban New Rochelle, came 
to celebrate a half-century 
offighting forequality.

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Trump administrationagreesto delay healthcare rule

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

The Trump administration 
has agreed to postpone 
implementing a rule allow¬ 
ing medical workers to de¬ 
cline performing abortions 
orothertreatmentson mor¬ 
al orreligiousgrounds while 
the so-called "conscience" 
rule ischallenged in a Cali¬ 
fornia court. 

"The rule was supposed to 
take effect on J uly 22 but 
the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Servic¬ 


es and its opponents in a 
California lawsuit mutually 
agreed Friday to delay a fi- 
na I ruling on the matteruntil 
Nov. 22. "The agency called 
it the "most efficient way to 
adjudicate "the rule. 

A federal judge in San 
Francisco permitted the 
change on Saturday. 

A California lawsuit alleges 
that the department ex¬ 
ceeded its authority with 
the rule, which President 
Trump announced in May. 


"The measure known as 
Protecting Statutory Con¬ 
science Rights in Health 
Care; Delegations of Au¬ 
thority would require insti¬ 
tutions that receive money 
from federal programs to 
certify that they comply 
with some 25 federal laws 
protecting conscience 
and religious rights. 

Most laws pertain to medi¬ 
cal procedures such as 
abortion, sterilization and 
assisted suicide. □

Official: 10dead in 
Dallas-area small plane 
crash

DALLAS (AP) — Ten people 
were killed when a small 
airplane crashed into a 
hangar as it was taking 
off from a Dallas-area air¬ 
port Sunday morning, an 
spokeswoman forthe town 
of Addison, Texas, said. 
Spokeswoman Mary Rosen- 
bleeth said no one aboard 
the twin-engine plane sur¬ 
vived at the Addison Mu¬ 
nicipal Airport, about 20 
miles (32 kilometers) north 
of Dallas. 

The Beechcraft BE-350 
King Air hit an unoccupied 


hangar soon after 9 a.m., 
according to the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 
The agency said that the 
blaze destroyed the plane 
but could not confirm how 
many people were aboard 
Sunday evening. Video 
showed black smoke bil¬ 
lowing from the building 
and a gaping hole in the 
hangar where the plane 
c ra shed .An offic ia I with the 
medical examiner's office 
told The Associated Press 
they could not release any 
information on the crash 
Sunday evening.□

"I think that we should be 
able to say we've been 
here for so long, and so 
many people are gay that 
everybody should be able 
to have the chance to en¬ 
joy their lives and be who 
they a re," Clay said. "I have 
a family. I raised kids. I'm 
just like everybody else." 
Alyssa Christianson, 29, of 
New York City, was top¬ 
less, wearing just sparkly 
pasties and boy shorts un¬ 
derwear. A Pride flag was 
tied around her neck like a 
cape. 

"I've been to the Pride pa¬ 
rade before, but this is the 
first year I kind of wanted 
to dress up and get into it," 
she said. 

Christianson said she was 
concerned that the move¬ 
ment could suffer setbacks 
during the Trump adminis¬ 
tration, which has moved 
to revoke newly won health 
care protections for trans¬ 
gender people, restrict 
their presence in the mili¬ 
tary and withdraw federal 
guidance that trans stu¬ 
dents should be able to use 
bathrooms of their choice. 
"I'm definitely a little scared 
of how things are going, 
just the angerand violence 
that comes out of it and 
just the tone of conversa¬ 
tion about it. We've come 
so far, especially in the last 
few decades, that I don't 
want to see that repressed 
in any way." 

In May, Trump tweeted 
about Pride Month and 
praised the "outstanding 
contributions" of LGBTpeo¬ 
ple. But his administration 
has a Iso aligned with some 
religious conservatives in 
arguing that nondiscrimi¬ 
nation protectionsforthose 
same people can infringe 
on the religious beliefs of

others who oppose same- 
sex marriage and transgen- 
derrig hts 

Eariierinthe day, a crowd of 
about 2,000 people gath¬ 
ered outside the Stonewall 
Inn. Atthe QueerLiberation 
March near the bar, some 
participants said the larger 
Pride parade had become 
too commercialized and 
heavily policed. 

'What's important to re¬ 
member is that this is a pro¬ 
test against the monetiza¬ 
tion of the Pride parade, 
against the police brutality 
of our community, against 
the poor treatment of sec¬ 
tions of our community, of 
blackand brown folk, of im¬ 
migrants," said Jake Seller, 
a 24-year-old Indiana na¬ 
tive who now lives in Brook¬ 
lyn and worked as one of 
the march's volunteers. 
Protesters carried anti- 
Trump and queer liberation 
signs, chanting, 'Whose 
streets? Our streets!" 

'We march for the libera¬ 
tion of our community so 
they can live and cele¬ 
brate their identity. So they 
can reclaim it. This will al¬ 
ways remain a protest, not 
an advertisement," Seller 
said. 

Other attendees focused 
on the progress that's been 
made within the LGBTQ 
community over the last 
few decades. 

'We've come so far in the 
past20years,"said 55-year- 
old Gary Piper, who came 
from Kansas to celebrate 
Pride with his partner. "I re- 
memberfriendswho would 
be snatched off the streets 
inTexasfordressing in drag. 
They'd have to worry about 
being persecuted for their 
identity." 

"But now we're so much 
more accepted. I'm not 
saying we don't have ways 


to go, but let's celebrate 
how far we've come," he 
said. 

"The police presence atthe 
march was heavy, with 
several officers posted at 
every comer. Metal barri¬ 
cades were erected along 
the entire parade route. 

In San Francisco, a similar 
police presence sparked 
a mid-parade protest that 
halted the march. 

About 40 people inter¬ 
rupted the parade for just 
under an hour and two 
people were arrested while 
protesting police and cor¬ 
poration presence, the San 
Francisco Chronicle report¬ 
ed . 

Protesters broke down bar¬ 
ricades and threw water 


bottles at officers as they 
rushed onto the parade 
route. At least one protest¬ 


er fought with police and 
one officerwasinjured, po¬ 
lice saidO

RJNT, Mich. (AP) — Prose¬ 
cute) rswho dropped charg¬ 
es against eight people in 
the Flint water scandal ex¬ 
plained their decision in a 
public forum Friday night, 
telling frustrated, shocked 
and saddened residents 
they must look at hundreds 
of mobile devicesand mil¬ 
lions of documents that a 
previous investigative team 
never reviewed. 

Michigan Solicitor General 
Fadwa Hammoud and 
Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor Kym Worthy spoke to 
about 100 residents Friday 
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night at a union hall in the 
city, two weeks after dis¬ 
missing charges against 
the former state health di¬ 
rector and other officials. 
The three-year probe has 
started over, and charges 
could be refiled. 

'We have received infor¬ 
mation that is absolutely 
relevant to our investiga¬ 
tion that we have never 
had before," said Ham¬ 
moud, who took over 
the investigation of Flint's 
lead-contaminated water 
in January following the 
election of Dana Nessel, a 
Democrat who succeeded 
Republican Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Bill Schuette. Nessel is 
not involved in the criminal 
probe because she iswork- 
ing to resolve Flint residents' 
lawsuits a gainst the state. 
Hammoud cited the need 
to review 20 million docu¬ 
ments and said her team 
uncovered in a month, with 
search warrants, what pre¬ 
vious investigators had not 
retrieved in three years. 

The prosecutors criticized 
how their predecessors cut 
seven other officials plea 
deals resulting in no jail time 
orcriminal records. 

"I've never seen anything 
like it," said Worthy, who 
also joined the criminal 
team. 

Some residents were 
shocked by the massive 
amount of new materials 
being reviewed and that 
the statute of limitations for 
one felony crime — mis¬ 
conduct in office — could 
expire in nine months Oth¬ 
ers thanked the new pros¬ 
ecutors, agreeing the prior 
investigation was inade¬ 
quate. 


Arthur Woodson said de¬ 
fendants who pleaded no 
contest "got less time for 
poisoning over 98,000 peo¬ 
ple than somebody steal¬ 
ing a slice of pizza. People 
have died. ... I have P15D. 
It's hard to trust. But what 
I heard here today: Y'all 
have been totally honest." 
A tearful Marijoyce Camp¬ 
bell said she had a "heavy 
heart" after learning about 
the new documents and 
being told some materials 
the previous investigative 
team had were heavily re¬ 
dacted. 

"I cannot believe some¬ 
thing like this can happen," 
she said. "Please, please 
tell me some heads are 
going to roll, that some¬ 
body is going to pay for a II 
this murder, all this criminal 
activity." Other people de¬ 
manded charges against 
Republican former Gov. 
Rick Snyder, who has apol¬ 
ogized for his ad ministra¬ 
tion's role in the crisis, and a 
closer look at local officials 
involved in the construc¬ 
tion of a regional pipeline 
that was a factor in the 
temporary switch to using 
water from the Flint River. 
The prosecutors said they 
will go where the evidence 
takesthem. 

"A lot of us a re rea lly a ng ry, 
and we want to see some 
justice," said Claudia Per- 
kins-Milton, adding that the 
new prosecutors "are the 
ones to do it." 

'There's a lot of criminals 
in this case," she said. "It's 
wide open."

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Rescued hiker in California used sun-wanned rocks for heat

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

hiker who went missing in 
the mountains north of Los 
Angeles survived by wrap¬ 
ping himself with a jacket 
and towel and staying by 
sun-warmed rocks for heat, 
authorities said on Sunday. 
Janet Henderson of the 
Los Angeles County Sher¬ 
iff's Department Search 
and Rescue told KCBS-W 
that Eugene J o, 73, stayed 
alive fora week by getting 
close at night to rocks that 
warmed by the daytime 


sun and drinking water 
from a creek. 

"He got in close next to the 
hot rocks because it is very 
hot up there and those 
rocksdo heatup and that's 
how he kept himself warm 
at night," Henderson said. 
Jo heard rescuers' voices 
on Saturday and yelled for 
help, she said. He was tak¬ 
en to the hospital and later 
released. 

J o went hiking with a group 
to the 8,000-foot (2,438-me¬ 
ter) summit of Mount Wa¬ 
terman on June 22 when 


he became separated 
from them. More than 70 
people were searching for 
him in the mountains Sat¬ 
urday, said Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Sgt. Greg 
Taylor. 

Jo's daughter Grace told 
KCBS-TV in a statement 
that her father was home 
and resting and grew emo¬ 
tional when he learned 
how many people were 
out looking for him. 

'We're still barely compre¬ 
hending the extent of this 
miracle,"she said.Q

Sc humen A1F should 
investigate Dominican 
Republic deaths 


NEW YORK (AP) — The Sen¬ 
ate's top Democrat said 
Sunday that the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment should step up 
efforts to investigate the 
deaths of at least eight 
Americans in the Domini¬ 
can Republic this year. 

The Bureau of Alcohol, To¬ 
bacco, Firearms and Ex¬ 
plosives should lend sup¬ 
port to the FBI and local 
law enforcement, said Sen. 
Chuck Schumer, D-N.Y., 
noting the agency has of¬ 
fices in the Caribbean and 
the technical and forensic 
expertise that could aid 


the investigation. 

'Given that we still have a 
whole lot of questions and 
very few answers into just 
what, if anything, is cause 
forthe recent spate of sick¬ 
nesses and several deaths 
of Americans in the Do¬ 
minican Republic, the feds 
should double their efforts 
on helping get to the bot¬ 
tom of things," Schumer 
said in a statement. 

Family members of the 
tourists who died have 
called on authorities to in¬ 
vestigate any possible con¬ 
nections. □ 
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Oregon Republican senators end walkout over carbon bill

SALEM, Ore. (AP) — Repub- 
lican lawmakers returned 
to the Oregon Senate on 
Saturday, ending an acri¬ 
monious nine-day walkout 
overa carbon emissionsbill 
that would have been the 
second such legislation in 
the nation. 

The boycott had escalat¬ 
ed when the Democratic 
govemorordered the state 


police to find and return 
the rogue Republicans to 
the Senate so the cham¬ 
ber could convene, and a 
counter-threat by one GOP 
senator to violently resist 
any such attempt. Senate 
Republicans fled the state 
to avoid being forcibly re¬ 
turned by the Oregon State 
Police, whose jurisdiction 
ends at the state line. 
Democrats have an 18 to 
12 majority in the Senate 
but need at least 20 mem¬ 


bers — and therefore at 
least two Republicans — 
present to vote on legisla¬ 
tion. 

Nine minority Republicans 
returned to the Senate 
on Saturday after Senate 
President Peter Courtney 
said the majority Demo¬ 
crats lacked the necessary 
16 votes to pass the legis¬ 
lation, a statewide cap on 
carbon thatallowscompa- 
niesto trade pollution cred¬ 
its. Shortly after convening, 
senators quickly voted 17- 
10 to send the climate pro¬ 
posal back to committee, 
essentially killing it for the 
session. 

Sen. Sara Gelser, a Demo¬ 
crat from the college town 
of Corvallis, said the de¬ 
mise of the cap-and-trade 
bill has deeply upset many 
constituents. 

'That's a bill that's been 
many, many years in the 
making,"Gelsertold report¬ 
ers Saturday. "I think there's 
a lot of heartbreak, but to¬ 
day is one day and we'll 
come backand address it. 
We have to. Ourplanetde- 
mandsit." 

The House had previously 
passed the bill, one of the 
centerpieces of Oregon's 
2019 legislative session, 
which is scheduled to end 
late Sunday. 

Republicans, who make 
up the minority in both 
chambers, uniformly op¬ 
posed the proposal saying 
it would increase the cost 
of fuel a nd wrea k fina nc ia I 
havoc on the trucking and 
the logging industries. 

One of the Republicans 
absent Saturday was Sen. 
Brian Boquist, who had 
told state police to come 
heavily armed and to send 
bachelor officers if they 
were going to forcibly re¬ 
turn him to the Senate dur¬ 
ing the walkout. Senate 
Republican leaderHerman 
Baertschiger, Jr., on Friday 
refused to condemn Bo-

quist's words, only saying 
the comments were un¬ 
helpful. 

Boquist faces a formal 
complaint that will be tak¬ 
en up at a special commit¬ 
tee hearing in J uly. 

The walkout by the Repub¬ 
licans, which began June 
20, inspired protests at the 
Capitol by their backers 
and led to the building be¬ 
ing closed one day due to 
a possible militia threat. 

But Senate Majority Lead¬ 
er Ginny Burdick said that 
the walkout didn't change 
much, as the measure 
didn't have enough sup¬ 
port to getto the governor's 
desk even before Republi¬ 
cans left the state ho use. 

"As the person who counts 
the votes, my personal 
sense is that the votes we re 
not there," Burdick told re- 
p o rte is ea riie r th is we e k. 

The Republicans, though, 
painted their boycott as a 
triumph. 

"Our mission in walking out 
was to kill cap and trade," 
Senate Minority Leader 
Herman Baertschiger told 
reporters Friday. "And that's 
what we did."

to make Oregon a leader 
in the fight against climate 
change and will ultimately 
create jobs and transform 
the economy. 

The bill, if passed, would 
have been the second in 
the nation, afterCalifomia, 
to cap and trade pollution 
credits among companies 
It aimed to dramatically re¬ 
duce greenhouse gasesby 
2050 by capping carbon 
emissions and requiring 
businesses to buy or trade 
for an ever-dwindling pool 
of pollution "allowances." 
With only two days before 
the 2019 legislative session 
officially ends, the Senate 
hurried through some ofthe 
more than 100 bills and mo¬ 
tions that were still pend¬ 
ing. Among the measures 
are ones on paid family 
and medical leave, cam¬ 
paign funding, and fund¬ 
ing for the Oregon Food 
Bank and for Medicaid. 
Other big-ticket items are 
a bill aimed at addressing 
sexual harassment in the 
Capitol, money to expand 
affordable housing and an 
increased tobacco tax. 

The Republicans wielded 
power disproportionate to 
their numbers this session 
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Nebraska measure could tip the numberof states with casinos 


LINCOLN, Neb. (AP) — Ne¬ 
braska voters may decide 
next year whether to legal¬ 
ize casino gambling in a 
ballot measure that could 
tip the number of states 
that allow commercial 
gambling into the majority. 
Supporters of legalized ca¬ 
sinos have launched a pe¬ 
tition drive to place the is¬ 
sue on the 2020 ballot with 
financial backing from the 
economic development 
corporation owned by the 
Winnebago Tribe of Ne¬ 
braska. 

Twenty-five states— includ¬ 
ing neighboring Colorado, 
Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, 
and South Dakota — allow 
commercial casino gam¬ 
bling with games such as 
slot machines, craps and 
roulette wheels, accord¬ 
ing to the National Confer¬ 
ence of State Legislatures 
Iowa casinos near Omaha, 
in particular, cater to Ne¬ 
braska residents looking to 
gamble. 

"Hundredsof millionsof dol¬ 
lars go across the border 
every year," said Lance 
Morgan, the CEO of Ho- 
Chunklnc.,the corporation 
pushing the measure on 
the tribe's be ha If. "Fora Ne¬ 
braskan to do gaming, you 
have to go half a mile. It's 
the height of paternalism to 
try to try to restrict it." 
Morgan said he's confi¬ 
dent, based on the group's 
internal polling, that voters 
will approve the measure if 
it appears on the ballot. 
Only two states, Hawaii and 
Utah, have a complete 
ban on gambling. Nebras¬ 
ka is among states that al¬ 
low Native American tribal 
casinos that are limited to 
bingo and card games 
where the house has no 
stake in the outcome, such 
as poker. Nebraska also of¬ 
fers keno, horse racing and 
a lottery. Commercial casi¬ 
nos, by contrast, have slot 
machines, craps, roulette 
wheels and card games 
such asblackjack. 

The measure is certain to 
face opposition from lead¬ 
ing conservatives, includ¬ 
ing Republican Gov. Pete 
Ricketts a nd former Univer¬ 
sity of Nebraska football 
coach and athletic direc- 
torTom Osborne. 
"Casinosare bad forfamilies 


and bad for business," said 
Nate Grasz, policy director 
forthe Nebraska Family Al¬ 
liance, a conservative poli¬ 
cy group that plans to fight 
the measure. "All men and 
women deserve an oppor¬ 
tunity to build the best lives 
for themselves, and state- 
sanctioned gambling robs 
them of that opportunity." 
Gambling opponents suc¬ 
cessfully defeated ballot 
measures in 2004 and 2006, 
despite being outspent by 
wealthy casino interests In 
2014, they challenged a 
gambling measure in court 
and persuaded the Ne¬ 
braska Supreme Court to 
declare it unconstitutional, 
striking it from the ballot. 

But some gambling oppo¬ 
nents acknowledge public 
support hasgrown in recent 
years'lt'sgoing to be hard," 
said Pat Loontjer, executive 
director of Gambling with 
the Good Ufe. 'We've been 
doing this for 24 years, and, 
well, the atmosphere in the 
state ha sc hanged." 
Supporters said they've 
changed the ballot mea¬ 
sure to withstand a court 
challenge. Ihe latest cam¬ 
paign will require three 
petitions — a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to al¬ 
low casino gambling at 
state-licensed horse racing 
tracks and two state law 
changes to regulate and 
tax the industry. The state 
Supreme Court rejected a 
previous measure because 
it merged those issues onto 
one ballot,forcing votersto 
give one yes-or-no answer 
to multiple questions. 

'We've learned from our 
mistakes in the past," said 
Bob Moser, president of 
the Nebraska Horsemen's 
Benevolent and Protec¬ 
tive Association. 'We have 
a really good plan and 
great partners, and we're 
very optimistic about our 
chancesthis time." 
Mosersaid allowing casinos 
at state-licensed horse rac¬ 
ing tracks would increase 
purse sizes and make horse 
races larger and more 
competitive, and thus re¬ 
vive the struggling industry. 
A similareffortfailed to gain 
enough signatures in 2016, 
but independent observers 
blame poor management, 
nota lackof support. □

BRUSSELS (AP) — European 
Union leaders struggled 
Sunday to narrow down a 
list of candidates for key 
posts at the helm of the 
28-nation bloc amid deep 
divisions over how to best 
balance political, geo¬ 
graphic and gender con¬ 
siderations. 

Some five hours after lead¬ 
ers began arriving at EU 
headquarters in Brussels, 
the full summit still had not 
gotten underway. Leaders 
met in pairs or huddled in 
groups, looking for ways to 
breakan impasse in the se¬ 
lection process. 

"fhe summit was the third 
in just over a month aimed 
at nailing down the ap¬ 
pointments to the EU'stop 
jobs. Ihey include picking 
a replacement for Jean- 
Claude Juncker as presi¬ 
dent of the EU's powerful 
executive arm, the Euro¬

Sudan's protesters take to sheets a gainst army rule

Ihe demonstrations came 
amid a weeks-long standoff 
between the ruling military 
council and protest lead¬ 
ers. Talks between the two 
sides over a power-sharing 
agreementcollapsed earli- 


erthis month when security 
forces violently broke up a 
protest camp in Khartoum. 
The ensuring clampdown 
killed at least 128 people 
cross the county, accord¬ 
ing to protest organizers. 
Authorities say the toll was 
61, including three security 
forces. 

The marches also mark 
the 30th anniversary ofthe 
Islamist-backed coup that 
brought a l-Ba shir to power 
in 1989, toppling Sudan's 
last elected government. 
"The military removed al- 
Bashir in April amid mass 
protests against his rule. 


"The crowds gathered at 
several points across the 
capital and its sister city of 
Omdurman, before march¬ 
ing toward the homes of 
those people killed since 
the uprising began. At first, 
the movement erupted in 
December over a failing 
economy and al-Bashiris 
30-year rule, and then 
stayed in the streets to pro¬ 
test the generals who re¬ 
placed him.

CAIRO (AP) — For hundreds 
of African migrants, dreams 
of a new life in Europe have 
instead ended in a deten¬ 
tion center in the remote 
desert of war-tom Libya, 
where they say they have 
been held for months a mid 
raw sewage, piles of gar¬ 
bage, disease, maggots 
and barely enough food to 
survive. 

Iheir plight, detailed in in¬ 
terviews with "The Associat¬ 
ed Press and social media 
images leaked last month, 
brings new attention to the 
waves of migrants from 
across Africa who have 
flowed into Libya in recent 
years seeking passage 
across the Mediterranean 
to Europe — and the high¬ 
ly effective efforts to stop 
them in their tracks. 

'Our life is worse and terri¬ 
ble from day to day," wrote 
an Eritrean migrant who is 
among 700 held in the de¬ 
tention center run by one 
of Libya's militias out of a 
complex dominated by a 
hangar near the western 
town of Zintan. 

Otherswho spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they feared retribution said 
in texts to the AP that at 
lea st 22 migrants have died 
since September— a figure 
confirmed by United Na¬ 
tions and Doctors Without 
Borders aid workers — and 
that at least 100 migrants 
were sick with disease, 
mainly tuberculosis. Some 
migrants said the center in¬ 
cludes 100 minors who live 


side by side with adults 
'We need emergency 
evacuation from Zintan," 
one told the AP. 'We suf¬ 
fer physic ally, mentally and 
emotionally." 

Photos and videos taken 
by migrants showed heaps 
of garbage in the hangar, 
partsof the centerflooded 
with sewage and plates of 
food crawling with mag¬ 
gots The hangar had only 
four toilets, along with 
buckets for detainees to 
urinate in. 

Migrants said they were not 
allowed out to see the sun, 
and the head of the cen¬ 
ter would often deprive 
them of food and water 
for days as a form of pun¬ 
ishment. Those who were 
given food got only a small 
plate of pasta or couscous 
each day and had to share 
water that a few detain¬ 
ees were allowed to fetch 
once a day in buckets 
Internal memos and emails 
obtained by the AP show 
disagreement among aid 
agencies over conditions 
at the center, with one 
nonprofitworking on behalf 
ofthe United Nationsdeny- 
ing there was lack of food, 
even as it acknowledged it 
had not been able to see 
most of the migrants held 
there. 

Migrants in the Zintan cen¬ 
ter and their advocates 
accused U.N. aid agencies 
of being slow to respond or 
forgetting them altogether. 
But the U.N refugee agen¬ 
cy, or UNHCR, disputes 
that, saying the Libyan mi¬ 


litias who run the facility 
have denied their workers 
access to all partsof it. 
UNHCR chief Filippo Gran- 
di told the AP that after 
photos from inside the site 
emerged last month, the 
agency intervened and 
evacuated 96 migrants 
from a separate building 
at the facility where it had 
access. They were sent to 
the one U.N.-run center for 
migrants in Tripoli. 

"It is not because of lack of 
will ornot even because of 
lack of resources," Grandi 
said. "Access in Libya is the 
fundamental obstacle to 
saving more lives." 

Col. Nasser Nakoua, part 
of the militias who run the 
detention center in Zintan, 
denied there was any lack 
of a c c ess to the fa c ility. 
'Those saying that they 
have no access are just ly¬ 
ing. The doors are open, 
and we want the agencies 
to come and help or just 
shut the place down, be¬ 
cause there is severe short¬ 
age in everything," he told 
the AP by phone. 

He blamed the govern¬ 
ment, which is nominally 
in control ofthe facility, for 
failing to fund its opera¬ 
tions. "We received nothing 
from Department for Com¬ 
bating Illegal Migration,"he 
said, referring to the body 
in charge of the facilities, 
"not a single penny." 

Ubya became a major 
crossing point for migrants 
to Europe after the ouster 
and killing of longtime dic¬ 
ta torMoammarGadhafi in 


2011, when the North Afri¬ 
can nation was thrown into 
chaos, armed militias prolif¬ 
erated and central author¬ 
ity fell apart. 

Currently, a U.N.-aligned 
but weak administration in 
Tripoli oversees the west, 
where Zintan is located, 
but much of its powers are 
in the hands of militias East¬ 
ern Ubya is controlled by a 
rival government aligned 
with the self-styled Ubyan 
National Army led by Field 
Marshal Khalifa Hifter, who 
in April launched an offen¬ 
sive on Tripoli. 

Some human rights advo¬ 
cates blame the European 
Union for the migrant cri¬ 
sis because it has funded 
Ubya's coast guard to stop 
the crossers at sea. That ef¬ 
fort has been highly effec¬ 
tive, with the number of 
people entering the EU via 
the central Mediterranean 
cut from 180,000 in 2016 to 
23,400 la st yea r a nd just 880 
in the first fo u r mo nths of this 
year, according to the EU 
borderagency Frontex. 

At least 6,000 migrants from 
such nations as Eritrea, 
Ethiopia, Somalia and Su¬ 
dan are locked in dozens 
of detention fa c ilities run by 
militias accused of torture 
and other human rights 
abuses And thatcomesaf- 
ter often-arduous journeys 
at the mercy of traffickers 
who are known to abuse 
migrants and hold them for 
ransom money from fa mi- 
lies back home. 

The EU said in a statement 
that it is not ignoring what 


it described as the "dire" 
situation of refugees and 
migrants stranded in Ubya. 
It said it has repeatedly de¬ 
nounced inhumane condi¬ 
tions in detention centers 
and demanded their clo¬ 
sure. 

Responding to questions 
from the AP, the EU said a 
joint task force with the Af¬ 
rican Union and the United 
Nations is seeking safer 
alternatives for migrants 
outside Ubya, including by 
stepping up evacuations 
and legal resettlement. 
Grandisaid UNHCRhassuc- 
ceeded in sending 4,000 
migrants to Niger to await 
resettlement, while the In¬ 
ternational Organization 
for Migration has helped 
some 35,000 return to their 
home countries. 

But for those in Zintan, little 
has changed. The facil¬ 
ity, originally a youth sum- 
mercamp, hassuch a bad 
reputation that migrants 
in other detention centers 
caught in the crossfire of 
fighting between Ubya's 
waning factions refuse to 
be sent there. 

'They prefer to die under 
bombsand notgo through 
the slow death in Zintan," 
said Giulia Tranehina, a 
human rights lawyer from 
the UK-based Wilsons So¬ 
licitors who has been in di¬ 
rect contact with migrants 
tra pped in Zinta n a nd other 
places. 

An official with Interna¬ 
tional Medical Corps said 
in memos obtained by AP 
that it had established a 
clinic at a smaller building 
atthe centerand waspro- 
viding health care. He said 
reports of lack of food and 
water were untrue, though 
quality was poor, and that 
g ua rd s so metimes withhe Id 
wateras punishment. 

He acknowledged that his 
group could not get into 
the hangar where most of 
the migrants were held un¬ 
til last month, and that it 
was up to guards to bring 
out detainees for medical 
treatment.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 

— The Demilitarized Tone, 
where President Donald 
Trump met North Korean 
leader Kim Jong Un on 
Sunday, may be the most 
heavily fortified strip of land 
in the world and serves as 
an uneasy and occasion¬ 
ally bloody borderline be¬ 
tween the two Koreas. 
There isn't much demilita¬ 
rized about it: A minefield 
laced with barbed wire, it's 
guarded by combat-ready 
troops on both sides and 
has been the site of nu¬ 
merous, sometimes deadly 
gunbattles and skirmishes. 
U.S. presidents and other 
top officials have often 
travelled to the DMZto re¬ 
affirm their commitment to 
the defense of ally South 
Korea in times of hostility 
with North Korea. 

"The venue of the third 
Trump-Kirn meeting was 
the Korean border village 
of Panmunjom. Last year, 
Kim stepped over into the 
southern side of Panmun¬ 
jom fora summit with South 
Korean President Moon 
Jae-in, becoming the first 
North Korean leader to set 
foot on South Korean land. 
On Sunday, Trump be¬ 
came the first U.S. president 
to crossoverthe demarca¬ 
tion line into the North Ko¬ 
rean territory. 

Here's a look at a border 
thatwasonce again a part 


of history: 

DMZONGIN 

The DMZ which runsacross 
the Korean Peninsula, is 
248 kilometers (154 miles) 
long and the 4 kilometers 
(2.5 miles) wide. Created 
as a buffer at the close of 
the 1950-53 Korean War, 
it's jointly overseen by the 
American-led U.N. Com¬ 
mand and North Korea. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
North and South Korean 
troops are now deployed 
along the DMZ which is lit¬ 
tered with an estimated 2 
million mines, tank traps, ra¬ 
zor wire fences and guard 
posts 

It's extremely rare for any¬ 
one to cross the DMZ in 
unauthorized areas. More 
than 30,000 North Koreans 
have escaped to South 
Korea forpoliticaland eco¬ 
nomic reasons since the 
war's end, but mostly via 
the North's long, porous 
borderwith China. 

Violence was more com¬ 
mon in the Cold War, but 
a 2015 land mine blast 
blamed on North Korea 
maimed two South Korean 
soldiers and pushed the ri¬ 
val Korea sto the brink of an 
armed conflict. 

As relations improved 
last year, Kim and Moon 
agreed on several deals 
aimed at reducing animos¬ 
ity at the border. 

PANMUNJOM 


Inside the DMZ Panmun¬ 
jom has been the venue 
for past high-level talks. It's 
somewhat saferthan other 
areas, and it is just an hour's 
drive from Seoul. Most past 
DMZvisits by U.S. presidents 
and other officials hap¬ 
pened at Panmunjom and 
nearby areas. North and 
South Korean troops stand 
only several meters (yards) 
away from each other 
there. They once carried 
pistols, but since last year's 
deals they aren't armed. 
Panmunjom is also where 
an armistice was signed 
to stop the Korean War. 
That armistice has yet to 
be replaced with a peace 
treaty, leaving the Korean 
Peninsula in a technical 
state of war. About 28,500 
American troops are still 
stationed in South Korea. 
Panmunjom is 52 kilome¬ 
ters (32 miles) north of Seoul 
and 147 kilometers (91 
miles) south of Pyongyang. 
Since the armistice, more 
than 830 rounds of talks 
have been held in various 
Panmunjom conference 
rooms. 

PAST PRESIDENTIAL VISITS 

In 1993, President Bill Clin¬ 
ton visited Panmunjom 
when the North Korean 
nuclear crisis first flared. In 
2002, President George W. 
Bush visited the DMZ a few 
weeks after he labeled 
North Korea part of an "axis 
of evil.'□

Amid crisis* Haiti lights to save oil used in line perfumes

LES CAYES, Haiti (AP) — 

High up in the hills of rural 
Haiti, where some women 
sit topless on porches and 
bleating goats break the 
silence, a group of men 
gatherrootsto produce an 
essentia I oil used in fine per¬ 
fumes ranging from Chanel 
to Guerlain. 

Then they load heavy 
bales of the beige, stringy 
roots culled from the veti- 
ver plant on each other's 
backs as clouds of dirt en¬ 
velop their bodies and a 
deep musty smell fills the 
air. 

In the poorest country of 
the Western Hemisphere, 
this is ground zero for a 
multimillion-do liar industry 
responsible for more than 
ha If the worid'svetiveroil. 
"It'sourbiggestincome right 
now," said Hilaire James, 
a Haitian agronomist with 
Catholic Relief Services. "I 
call it legal cocaine." 
Vetiver oil — which is also 
used for cosmetics, soaps 
and aromatherapy — is the 
one bright spot in a flailing 
agricultural industry in Haiti 
beset by widespread ero¬ 
sion, lack of funding and 
extreme weather condi¬ 
tions including droughts 
and floods. 

But the country's deepen¬ 
ing economic crisis is now 
threatening a sector that 
generates an estimated 
$12 million a year and 
employs anywhere from 


15,000 to 60,000 farmers, 
the majority of whom are 
based in the southwest re¬ 
gion where good soil, mild 
temperatures and ocean 
windsallow fieldsto flourish. 
While ittakesatleasta year 
for vetiver roots to reach 
their ideal length to pro¬ 
duce a top golden-brown 
oil, a numberoffarmersare 
unable to wait a full yearto 
get paid. As a result, they 
are increasingly harvest¬ 
ing plants too early in the 
season, possibly affecting 
the oil's quality, said Hervil 
Cherubin, director of Heifer 
International charity in Hai¬ 
ti. 

'This is the hardest part," 


he said. "If we can't keep 
the quality of the product, 
the whole industry will col¬ 
lapse." 

Haiti produces more than 
70 tons of vetiver oil a year, 
surpassing Indonesia, Chi¬ 
na, India, Brazil and the 
neighboring Dominican Re¬ 
public. It isone of the coun¬ 
try's top exports, with up 
to 10,000 hectares (24,700 
acres) harvested annually. 
But more than 60% of the 
crop still comes from indi¬ 
vidual producers, many of 
whom are struggling finan¬ 
cially, according to Gabriel 
Gelin, a spokesman for the 
United NationsEnvironment 
Program in Haiti.

Lelion, a 59-year-old who 
has been working in vetiver 
fields in the mountains that 
surround the coastal city of 
Les Cayes since the age of 
10. He has seven children, 
including three sons who 
used to help him but have 
since migrated to the South 
American country of Chile 
in search of a better life. For 
now, they are able to send 
him enough money so he 
can keep buying roots and 
planting them. 

"Everything is expensive," 
Lelion said, adding that 
there are no other jobs in 
the area. "Death is the only 
thing that will separate us 
from vetiver." 

On a recent weekday, a 
rooster crowed as women 
carried buckets of water 
on their heads and workers 
hunched over hundreds of 
thousands of grass-like veti¬ 
ver plants The plant is in the 
same family as com and 
sugarcane, and itgrowsup 
to 5 feet (1.5 meters) tall, 
with the roots pushing asfar 
as 13 feet (4 meters) deep 
in the denuded brown hills 
Some workers hacked the 
growth with a machete 
while others pulled up roots 
that were then beaten with 
a wooden club to clearthe 
dirt. Before the oil can be 
bought by top perfumers, 
roots must also be distilled 
to their essence in a pro¬ 
cess that takes more than 
24 hours. 

Thomas Absolue, 64, 
leaned against a bale of 
roots as he ate rice from a 
small, recycled plastic tub. 
He used to harvest sugar¬ 
cane in the Dominican Re¬ 
public before returning to 
Haiti in 1982, lured by the 
essential oil. 

"Vetiver gave me every¬ 
thing I have: house, school 
for kids, food for my fam¬ 
ily," he said. "As long as 
I'm alive, I'll work in vetiver 
fields. It's what saves us." 

But increasingly early har¬ 
vests are also leading to 
erosion, yet another prob¬ 
lem threatening the indus¬ 
try. While the vetiver plant is 
known for helping prevent 
soil from wearing away, 
culling it too soon worsens 
the issue, especially if en¬ 
tire plots are pulled up at 
one time, which happens 
oftenO

in our waters are acciden¬ 
tal bycatch, habitat deg¬ 
radation and the risk of a 
shark fin market develop¬ 
ing, which would lead to 
targeted fishing of sharks. 

We need healthy oceans 
and healthy oceans need 
sharks 

Sharks keep our oceans 
healthy. These top preda¬ 
tors remove sick or weak 
members of their prey 
populations A decrease 
in number of sharks leads 
to a disturbed natural bal¬ 
ance in the sea. This can 
affectthe overall fish popu¬ 
lation, and good fish stocks 
are not only important for 
fishermen that depend on 
fishing but also for (dive) 
tourism and the local com¬ 
munity. 

Respect; not fear, sharks 

Sharks are some of the 
most misunderstood spe¬ 
cies For generations sha rks 
had an undeserved bad 
reputation. People tend to 
see them as terrifying ani¬ 
mals that pose a danger 
to everything that swims in 
the ocean, including hu¬ 
mans. But we now know 
that is very far from the 
truth; these magnificent 
creatures are essential to 
healthy oceans and risks to 
humans a re small. 

DCNA's Save Our Sharks 
ftoject 

There is a lack of knowl¬ 
edge concerning the dis¬ 
tribution and abundance 
of shark and ray species 
throughout the Dutch Ca¬ 
ribbean. To combat this 
knowledge gap, from 2015- 
2018, DCNA ran the "Save 
our Sharks" (SOS) project 
for the Dutch Caribbean, 
funded by the Dutch Post¬ 
code Lottery. In this project 
DCNA collaborated with lo¬ 
cal fisherman and scientists 
and aimed to build popu¬ 
lar support for shark and 
ray conservation amongst 
the local community, as 
well as increasing knowl¬ 
edge about shark and ray 
species within the region 
by conducting a number 
of research projects 

Shark Research 

A recently published study 
by Wageningen Marine Re¬ 


search as part of DCNA's 
SOS Project established a 
baseline for current shark 
diversity, distribution, abun¬ 
dance, spatial behaviour 
and population structure 
for inshore reefs a round the 
Dutch Caribbean islands. 

There were two methods 
used by the researchers to 
study sharks. One method 
used Baited Remote Under¬ 
water Video (BRUV) which 
used a device consisting 
of two cameras set in front 
of a baited feed bag. The 
idea is that assharkscome 
near the bait bag to feed, 
video footage can be 
collected to identify and 
count local shark popula¬ 
tions. The other method 
was acoustic telemetry to 
tra c k sha rks In this method, 
a small acoustic tracking 
device is implanted within 
the shark. Acoustic receiv¬ 
ers are installed at specific 
locations, and whenever 
sharks with these transmit¬ 
ters travel nearthe receiver 
(within a range of 450 to 
850 metres) they are re¬ 
corded. 

The first studies using BRUV 
were conducted on Saba, 
Saba Bank and St. Eustatius 
to better understand the 
local population of sharks 
and rays and their relative 
abundances, and were 
funded by the Dutch Gov¬ 
ernment. Starting in 2015, 
as part of the SOS project, 
additional studies were 
conducted to include the 
watersaround Bonaire, Cu¬ 
rasao and Sint Maarten. 
In 2017 a BRUV survey was 
done at Aruba, financed 
by Global Finprint. 

In addition, as part of the 
SOS project, acoustic te¬ 
lemetry was also used to 
better understand the 
movements of sharks, 
habitat use, migration and 
connectivity between is¬ 
lands. The telemetry study 
tracked two shark species, 
Caribbean reef shark (Car- 
charhinusperezi) and nurse 
shark (Ginglymostoma cir- 
ratum) around Saba (from 

2014) and then around 
Saba Bank, Sint Maarten 
and Sint Eustatius (from 

2015) .

Continued from Rage 14 
findings 

In BRUVs deployed around 
Sint Maarten, Curagao and 
Bonaire the most common 
detected shark species 
were Caribbean reef shark, 
with Sint Maarten also fre¬ 
quently showing nurse 
sharks. Overall, more sharks 
were observed in marine 
parks or areas of conserva¬ 
tion than in unprotected 
areas, highlighting the im¬ 
portance of these zones in 
shark conservation. Further¬ 
more, when comparing 
the BRUV surveys from Sint 
Maarten, Curagao and Bo¬ 
naire to previous BRUV stud¬ 
ies from Aruba, Saba, Sint 
Eustatiusand Saba Bank, it 
showed that the Aruba sur¬ 
vey had the largest shark 
diversity (8 species) and 
the Bonaire survey the low¬ 
est (2 species). The Saba 
survey documented 5 shark 
species, Saba bank had 
4 shark species with Cura¬ 
gao, Sint Eustatius and Sint 
Maarten each registering 3 
shark species. There was an 
additional BRUV submarine 
test at 300 metres deep off 


Curagao which found an 
additional shark species 
(Cuban dogfish). In total, 
at least 10 shark species 
were seen within the Dutch 
Caribbean in the different 
BRUV surveys 

The acoustic telemetry stud¬ 
ies demonstrated that both 
the Caribbean reef shark 
and nurse shark have small 
home ranges and strong 
site fidelity. Large crossings 
between areas were rare, 
and found for two Carib¬ 
bean reef sharks and one 
nurse shark which travelled 
between Saba and Saba 
bank. The two Caribbean 
reef sharks made short di¬ 
rected journeys back and 
forth, whereas the nurse 
shark after two years ab¬ 
sence showed up at the 
Saba Bank before returning 
to Saba. One nurse shark 
from another study on the 
US Virgin Islands was de¬ 
tected in the network on 
the Saba Bank, a distance 
of at least 160 kilometres. 

Importance of FYotected 
Areas 

Both the BRUV and acous¬ 


tic telemetry studies 
showed higherpresence of 
reef associated sharks with¬ 
in the conservation zones, 
along with high site fidel¬ 
ity and small home ranges. 
Furthermore, as some lon¬ 
ger distance movements 
were also documented, 
interconnectivity between 


these areas is just begin¬ 
ning to be understood. The 
ongoing study on acous¬ 
tic telemetry (funded by 
the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Nature and Food Quality 
(LNV)) will yield more data 
on this. Therefore, not only 
are local marine parkscru- 
cial for the conservation 


efforts of sharks and rays, 
but larger conservation 
networks, such asthe Yarari 
Marine Mammal and Shark 
Sanctuary which com¬ 
promises all the waters of 
Bonaire, Saba and Sint Eu¬ 
statius, are vital to protect 
entire population&G

DETROIT(AP) — Nate Lash¬ 
ley completed an unlikely 
wire-to-wine victory in the 
Rocket Mortgage Classic 
on Sunday for his first PGA 
Tour title. 

Lashley closed with a 2-un- 
der 70 to finish at 25-under 
263 and win by six shots, 
the margin he took into 
the day afteropening with 
rounds of 63, 67 and 63. 

Ihe 36-year-old Lashley's 
pa rents and girlfriend were 
killed in a plane crash 15 
years ago. He dabbled in 
real estate after graduat¬ 
ing from the University of 
Arizona, quit playing pro¬ 
fessional golf several years 
ago and resumed play¬ 
ing in the PGA Tour's minor 
leagues. 

'Without my parents, I 
wouldn't have started 
playing golf when I was 
little,"said Lashley, who be¬ 
gan playing when he was 
8. "They did everything to 
help me have a career."

Monday qualifier Doc Red¬ 
man shot a 67 to finish sec¬ 
ond. Rory Sabbatini (68) 
and Wes Roach (68) were 
another stroke back. 
Lashley, the 353rd ranked 
player in the world, slipped 
into PGA Tour's first event 
in Detroit as an alternate 
Wednesday. 

The Nebraskan took full 
advantage, shooting a ca¬ 
reer-low 63 in the first round 
to take a lead he refused 
to lose at Detroit Golf Club. 
Lashley stayed atop the 
leaderboard with a 67 on 
Friday and gave himself a 
cushion with another9-un- 
der63 Saturday. 

On the brink of breaking 
through during his second 
PGA Tour season, his sis¬ 
ter, girlfriend, buddies and 
family friends flew to Detroit 
to join him. 

Brooke Lashley, who lives 
near her brother in Arizona, 
was in awe of as fans fol¬ 
lowed and cheered for her 
little brother as they stood 
along the ropesfrom tee to 
green. 

"I'm sure a lot of these 
people didn't know him 
a couple days ago," she 
said, standing nearthe No. 
8 green. "He's doing all he 
can to focus, but this is so 
incredible. It'sforeign to him 
because he'sneverhad this 
much attention. He's never 
played in front of a gallery 
like this with TV cameras all 
overthe place." 

In 2014, parents Rod and 
Char Lashley and girl¬ 
friend Leslie Hofmeister, all 
of Scottsbluff, Nebraska, 
were missing forthree days 
before their bodies and 
the wreckage were found 
nearthe 13,780-foot Gan¬ 
nett Peak in Wyoming af¬ 
terwatching him play in a 
tournament for the Univer¬ 
sity of Arizona. 

"It rocked our community," 
recalled Helen Reinhardt, a 
family friend from Nebras¬ 
ka. 

Reinhardt and her hus¬ 
band, Jim, boarded a 
charter plane in Nebraska 
that stopped in Minnesota 
to pick up Lashley's girl¬ 
friend and arrived in the 
MotorCity on Sunday. 

"It's great to be here to 
watch hisdream come true 
after watching him play in 
the DakotasTourand work 
his way up to here," said 
Jeff Peck, one of about a 
dozen of Lashley's friends 


at Detroit Golf Club. 

Lashley made a living as 
a real estate agent after 
graduating from Arizona 
and his playing career 
started, stopped and re¬ 
sumed again. He won the 
Waterloo Open, a profes¬ 
sional tournament, in Iowa 
in 2011 and quit competi¬ 
tive go If the next year. 
When Lashley was flipping 
houses, he thought hisplay- 
ing careerwasover. 

Lashley gave the game an¬ 
other shot, playing on the 
PGA Tour Latinoamerica 
circuit in 2015 and moved 
up to what is now called 
the Korn Ferry Tour two 
years later. 

'The Latin American tour 
changed his trajectory," 
Brooke Lashley said. "It was 
tough with all the travel to 
a lot of different countries, 
but it gave him the chance 
to get here." 

He made his PGA Tour de¬ 
but last season in his mid- 


30s, but he had to end his 
year after 17 events be¬ 
cause of a knee injury. He 
tied for eighth in February 
in the Puerto Rico Open — 
played opposite the World 
Golf Championships-Mexi- 
co Championship — for his 
only top-10 finish previously 
on the tour. He started the 


tournament No. 132 in the 
Fed Ex Cup standings 
Lashley would've had to 
collapse and one of the 
contenders would've had 
to have a sensational per¬ 
formance to put the final 
result in doubt. 
Neitherhappened. 

Lashley played it safe, put¬ 


ting together a conserva¬ 
tive round that kept his 
comfortable lead. 

He made a slow-rolling, 
downhill putt from 15 feet 
to birdie the first hole. At 
No. 3, he started confident¬ 
ly walking toward the cup 
before his 10-foot birdie 
putt went in to put him at 
25 under. 

'The birdies on 1 and 3 real¬ 
ly calmed me down," Lash¬ 
ley said. Lashley had two 
bogeys on the front nine 

— one more than he had 
the previous three rounds 

— and coasted to victory 
on the back with two bird¬ 
ies and no bogeys. 

Family and friends stood 
nearthe edge ofthe green 
ashe closed out the round. 
Lashley's girlfriend and sis¬ 
ter, choking back tears, 
went onto the green to 
give him a hug. 

"I'm just real emotional," he 
said later.

By RONALD BUJM 
AP Baseball Writer 
LONDON (AP) — Britain 
treasures tradition, and 
the New York Yankees 
wrapped up MajorLeague 
Baseball's first trip to Europe 
with one oftheirsport'sclas- 
sic customs: a late-inning 
pinstriped comeback. 

Gary Sanchez hit a go- 
ahead, two-run single in a 
nine-run seventh , and the 
Yankees overcome a four- 
run deficit to beat the Bos¬ 
ton Red Sox 12-8 Sunday for 
a two-game sweep of the 
groundbreaking, high-scor¬ 
ing trekacrossthe pond. 

"It was a pretty cool experi¬ 
ence," Yankees right fielder 
Aaron J udge said. 

DJ LeMahieu doubled 
off Marcus Walden (6-1) 
leading off the seventh 
and hit a two-run double 
against J osh Taylor later in 
the inning as the Yankees 
opened an 11-4lead, send¬ 
ing 14 batters to the plate 
in their highest-scoring in¬ 
ning in four yea rs. 

'The energy never let up," 
Yankees manager Aaron 
Boone said. "It felt like a 
huge event, these two 
games." 

Boston and New Yorkcom- 
bined for 50 runs in the 
whack-y games, four more 
than in any previous con¬ 
secutive matchups of the 
riva Is. Batters to ta led 65 hits, 
15 doublesand 10 homers 
over 18 innings that took 9 
hours, 6 minutesto play out 
at Olympic Stadium, the 
Coons Field ofEurope. 

While "Sweet Caroline" in 
the eighth inning brought 
the atmosphere of Fenway 
Park, the final out triggered 
the playing of "New York, 
New York," making it seem 
like a summer night in the 
Bronx. The games at the 
home of the soccer club 
West Ham drew 118,718, 
a mix mostly of Americans 
who flew overand Britons. 
"Like I was telling the guys 
yesterday, it felt like a soc¬ 
cer match at the end, so it 
was pretty cool," said New 
York's Didi Gregorius, who 
went deep against Ryan 
Brasierin the eighth and ex¬ 
tended New York's record 
streak of games with home 
runs to 31. 

New York won the opener 


17-13 after taking an 11-run 
lead and the finale after 
going ahead 12-4. Zhck 
Britton ruled Britannia both 
days, escaping eighth-in¬ 
ning trouble with the tying 
run at the plate . New York 
relied on an Old Chap — 
Aroldis Chapman — who 
closed out each game and 
struck out the final three 
batters Sunday. 

"I did not think I would pitch 
in both games, winning by 
that many runs,"Chapman 
said through a translator. 
Built for the 2012 Olympics, 
the stadium was designed 
for minimal wind, leading 
to speculation that might 
have been a factor in 
pitchers' difficulty locating 
breaking balls The temper¬ 
ature dropped to a more 
normal 73 degrees at first 
pitch — 20 below Satur¬ 
day's score her.

Xander Bo- 
gaerts, J .D. Martinez and 
C hristia n Va zq uez bee a me 
the first trio of Boston bat¬ 
ters in four decades to hit 
home runs in the first inning, 
banging and mashing to a 
4-0 lead against Stephen 
Tarpley, who was making 
his first big league start. 

But Boston made a depress¬ 
ing Brexit in a game that 
took 4:24. The World Series 
champ ions dropped a sea- 
son-high 11 games behind 
the AL East-leading Yan¬ 
kees (54-28), who won for 
the 13th time in 14 games 
overall and improved to 
6-1 against the Red Sox this 
year. 

"Right now, they are a lot 
better than us, and we 
need to get better," Red 
Sox manager Alex Cora 
said. "Last year, we were 
putting teams away. This 
year, we're not doing that. 
... It's not a lack of effort. I 
think it's lack of execution." 
Boston's bullpen blew a 
save for the 17th time, sec¬ 
ond only to the New York 
Mets' 21. New York closed 
in the second on Gio Ur- 
shela's RBI groundout and 
Brett Gardner's run-scoring 


single . Eduardo Rodriguez 
and Colten Brewer main¬ 
tained the lead through 
six innings, but Walden al¬ 
lowed all four batters he 
faced to reach in the sev¬ 
enth: LeMahieu doubled, 
Judge walked, Aaron Hicks 
hit an RBI double and San¬ 
chez sing led fora 5-4 lead. 
Urshela hit a two-run single 
off Matt Barnes, LeMahieu's 
second double boosted 
the lead to 9-4, Hicks had 
a sacrifice fly and Sanchez 
hit a grounder with English 
that bounced off the glove 
of Michael Chavis at first for 
a run-scoring error.

Chasing the leading trio, 
the Red Bull driver used all 
of his overtaking skills to get 
past Sebastian Vettel and 
Valtteri Bottas in the clos¬ 
ing stages of the race be¬ 
fore passing leaderCharies 
Leclere in a Ferrari with just 
two of the 71 laps to go. 
However, Verstappen had 
to wait more than three 
hours after the race to get 
his win confirmed. Race 
stewards investigated the 
Dutchman's pass of Leclerc 
as the wheels of both cars 
touched in a duel full of ex¬ 
citement which was often 
lacking in recent FI races 
Leclerc held off an attempt 
by Verstappen in lap 68, 
but failed to do itagain the 
next lap. "Fhe cars came out 
of Turn 3 side-by-side when 
their wheels bumped, with 


Verstappen on the inside 
pushing Leclerc off the 
track. 

FIA considered it "a racing 
incident" and "in the total¬ 
ity of the circumstances, 
we did not consider that 
either driver was wholly or 


predominantly to blame for 
the incident." 

When still unaware of the 
verdict, Verstappen had 
denied any wrongdoing. 
'The second time I braked 
a little bit deeper in the 
comer. From my side this is 


ra c ing, it is just ha rd ra c ing," 
Verstappen said. 

Leclerc, however, claimed 
'the second overtaking 
was not done correctly. 
There was contact and I 
had to go wide." 

The much-debated fin¬ 


ish to the race came after 
Verstappen had to work his 
way up to the front of the 
pack after dropping down 
to eighth due to a difficult 
start. 

'The start was disappoint¬ 
ing but we never gave up 
and to come back like this 
is amazing," Verstappen 
said. 

'This is very important, also 
for the future and for Hon¬ 
da as well," he added, re¬ 
ferring to Red Bull's engine 
supplier getting its first vic¬ 
tory in the hybrid era, which 
sta rted in 2014. 

"I am happy that it hap¬ 
pened today. Maybe a 
few doubts go away. At 
the moment it is an amaz¬ 
ing feeling," said Verstap¬ 
pen, who earned his sixth 
careervictory. 

Mercedes driver Valtteri 
Bottas completed the po¬ 
dium, ahead of Ferrari'sSe¬ 
bastian Vettel and cham¬ 
pionship leader Lewis Ham¬ 
ilton, who started fourth 
and lost time to replace the 
front wing of his Mercedes 
after 31 laps and finished 
fifth.Q

His decision was an¬ 
nounced Sunday at the 
start of the NBA free agen¬ 
cy period on the Instagram 
page for The Boardroom, 
an online series looking at 
sports business produced 
by Durant and business 
partner Rich Kleiman. 
Durant won titles with Gold¬ 
en State in 2017 and '18 
then was injured for much 
of this postseason as the 


team lost the NBA Finals in 
six games to the Toronto 
Raptors. 

A ruptured right Achilles 
tendon could keep him out 
the entire next season, and 
whenever he returns it will 
be in the Brooklyn black. 
ESPN first reported Durant's 
decision, saying he had 
agreed to a four-yeardeal 
worth $164 million. Durant 
could have gotten five 
years and about $221 mil¬ 
lion to remain with the War¬ 
riors. 

Durant, a 10-time All-Star 
who just completed his 
12th NBA season, waslead- 
ing all postseason scorers

at 34.2 points per game 
when he strained his right 
calf on May 8 in Game 5 
of the Western Conference 
semifinals a gainst the Rock¬ 
ets.

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England shines on India to revive Cricket World Cup hopes

bright orange jerseys but 
England shone brighter for 
once as the hosts revital¬ 
ized their struggling Cricket 
World Cup campaign with 
a 31-run victory on Sunday. 
Eoin Morgan's team need¬ 
ed this win at a sunny Edg- 
baston to stay in control of 
its own fate at the tourna¬ 
ment, and once India cap¬ 
tain Virat Kohli departed 
for66 it always looked likely 
England would prevail. 
India, playing in an away 
kit to avoid a clash of col¬ 
ors with England, finished 
on 306-5 after losing the 
toss and watching Eng- 
la nd a ma ss 337-7 with a first 
World Cup century from 
Jonny Bairstow (111) and 
Jason Roy returning from a 
hamstring injury with a 57- 
ball 66. 

Bairstow was even more 
brutal than Roy, ending 
with 10 fours and six sixes, 
including a huge swipe in 
the 19th over off Kuldeep 
Yadav which substitute 
fielder Ravindra Jadeja on 
the boundary would not 
have reached with a lad¬ 
der. "The pair combined for 
160 before Roywasout. 
Bairstow had engaged in 
a spat with former England 
captain Michael Vaughan 


during the week, unhappy 
with Vaughan's criticism of 
team performances It all 
turned out fine according 
to captain Morgan. 

"He likes a bit of fire in his 
belly, and I don't mind that 
when he comes out and 
plays like that,"Morgan said 
of Bairstow. "It's definitely a 
match-winning knock." 
Despite the abundance 
of sixes from England — 13 
against just the one for In¬ 
dia from MS Dhoni (42 not 
out in 31 balls) in the last 
over of the game — this 
was a more controlled 
aggression on show from 
the tournament hosts, with 


even dot balls often being 
given a good whack. 

J oe Root chipped in with 44 
from 54 deliveries and Ben 
Stokes smashed six bound¬ 
aries and three sixes to 
lead the later charge with 
79 from 54 as England, on 
course fora 400-plus total 
at one point, still managed 
to set India a record World 
Cup chase. 

Pacer Mohammed Shami 
took5-69, while spinnerYuz- 
vendra C ha ha I returned 
0-88 off 10 overs. 

"Fhe chase looked huge for 
India but it wasn't always 
comfortable forEngland. 
Kohli was in typically superb 


form and shared a 138-run 
partnership for the second 
wicket with Rohit Sharma 
(102), who reached his 
century at a roughly run- 
a-ball rate and had hit 15 
fours by that stage. 

Kohli had only been dis¬ 
missed once at Edgbas- 
ton in five previous innings. 
Make that two in six. He 
was out after a 76-ball in- 
ningswith seven fourswhen 
he sliced the ball to substi¬ 
tute fielder James Vince 
at backward point off the 
bowling of Liam Plunkett (3- 
55). 

Kohli's loss was a significant 
momentum shift and even¬ 


tually India lost to England 
at the World Cup for the 
first time since 1992. 

India had been 28-1 after 
10 overs— the slowest pow- 
erplay of the tournament 

— and it was too heavy 
a weight to carry through 
the innings. Hardik Pandya 
wasthreatening at the end 
with 45 off 33 balls but was 
caught by Vince off Plun¬ 
kett with around five overs 
left and India still needing 
71 to win. 

Chris Woakes ended on 
2-58, including three maid¬ 
ens, and J ofra Archera tidy 
0-45. 

England returned to fourth 
spot in the standings on 10 
points, one ahead of Paki¬ 
stan. England plays 2015 fi- 
na list New Tea la nd in its la st 
group game at Durham on 
Wednesday. Two days later 
Pakistan plays Bangladesh 
at Lord's. It wasn't only bad 
news for Pakistan. Sri Lanka 
can no longeradvance to 
the la st four. 

India remains second with 
a game in hand — facing 
Bangladesh at Edgbaston 
on Tuesday and Sri Lanka 
on Saturday at Heading ley 

— but Kohli's team is no lon- 
gerunbeaten. 

"Every team has lost a 
game or two here and 
there. No one likes to lose 
but we have to take it in 
ourstride. □

"And I don't try to live up to 
anybody's expectations 
Ihey can set them there, 
but I don't feel like I have 
to live up to them. I'm just 
going to be me and be the 
best version of myself that I 
can be." 

Fredette has the same per¬ 
spective. 

The 2011 lottery pick — he's 
played for five different 
NBA teams not counting

over the last three years — 
hassigned with the Golden 
State Warriors for the sum¬ 
mer.

Monday in Sacramento, 
which was Fredette's first 
NBA stop. 

"I've had a lot of great op¬ 
portunities in my life to go 
to a lot of cool places and 
play basketball and be 
successful and make great 
money and be able to 
play the game that I love," 


said Fredette, who had a 
75-point game for Shang¬ 
hai last sea son. "So it's been 
a true blessing forme and 
I'm continuing on my jour¬ 
ney right now, just trying to 
push forward and see what 
happens and make the 
best of the situation I have." 
Fredette, a native of Glens 
Falls, New York, was the AP 
college player of the year 
for BYU in 2011, and now 
makes his home in his wife's 
hometown of Denver. "They 
have two children, the 
oldest not yet 3. Fredette 
doesn't want to be away 
from his wife and kids for 
months at a time anymore, 
so he's looking fora spot to 
play in the U.S. 

"He's going to be great for 
our young guys," Warriors 
summer league coach 
Aaron Miles said. "He has 
a level of understanding 
on how to play this game. 


... And he's still a bucket. I 
thinkit'sgreatforusto have 
him and I think he's hope¬ 
fully going to get an oppor¬ 
tunity to show everybody 
that he deserves a spot in 
the league."

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Dutch form floats possibilities of urban dairy production

(AP) — Peter van Wing- 
erden's dairy farm smells 
just like any other farm — 
the rich aroma of cow ma¬ 
nure and grass hangs in 
the air around the unusual 
stable housing the cattle. 
The farm itself is far from tra¬ 
ditional. 

Moored in a small harborin 
Rotterdam's busy port, the 
farm is a futuristic three-sto¬ 
ry floating structure where 
one robot milks the cows 
and another automatically 
scoops up the manure that 
gives the enterprise its fa¬ 
miliar smell. 

Its roof collects rainwater 
and a raft of solar panels 
floating alongside produc¬ 
es 40% of the energy the 
farm needs 

The cows, gazing out over 
ships transporting gas and 
yellow cranes unload¬ 
ing ships, eat a mixture of 
grass cut from a local golf 
course and the field used 
by Rotterdam's top soccer 
team, grain used by a local 
brewer to make beer and 
potato peelings — all au¬ 
tomatically cut, mixed and 
transported to food troughs 
by conveyer belts. 

As countries around the 
world seek to meet the 
challenge offeeding grow¬ 
ing populations in a sustain¬ 


able way, Van Wingerden 
believes the farm, which 
opened in May and cost 
about 3 million euros ($3.4 
million), demonstrates a 
new sustainable way of pro¬ 
ducing food close to where 
most of it is consumed — in 
the world's cities 
'Transporting aIIthisfood all 
over the world is really pol¬ 
luting the world. It's doing 
damage to food quality, 
it creates food losses," he 
said in a recent interview. 
'So we have to find a dif¬ 
ferent model. We have to 


bring it much closer to the 
citizens And that's what 
we're showing overhere." 
The fully functioning show¬ 
case of circular-economy 
fanning combines Dutch 
expertise in recycling, build¬ 
ing on waterand automat¬ 
ed agriculture is drawing 
interest from around the 
world. Van Wingerden said 
he is already discussing 
floating farms in Singapore 
and China. A group is look¬ 
ing into locating one in Red 
Hook, Brooklyn. 

'We should stop exporting 


food, but we should start 
exporting knowledge and 
technology," Van Wing¬ 
erden said. 

When the herd reaches its 
target capacity of 40 cows 
— there are currently 35 
it w 1 1 produce 800 liters(211 
gallons) of milk each day. 
The brown and white cows 
are a breed called Maas- 
Rijn-ljssel — named forthree 
rivers that flow through the 
Dutc h reg io n they o rig ina te 
from. 

The farm pasteurizes the 
milk and turns some of it 


into yogurt on the middle 
floor of the pontoon. Ma¬ 
nure isprocessed foruse as 
fertilizer. 

Jan Willem van derSchans, 
a senior researcher at Wa- 
geningen Economic Re¬ 
search who specializes in 
urban fanning and circular 
economy issues, said float¬ 
ing farms could be the fu¬ 
ture for some sectors of ag¬ 
riculture such as fruit and 
some vegetables in some 
parts of the world. But he 
thinks that the level of au¬ 
tomation and the unnatu¬ 
ral surroundingsofthe cows 
may create opposition to 
the project. 

'These are animals that we 
all like and then we like to 
see them in a meadow," 
he said. "And then we bring 
them into a very industrial 
environment and I think 
that's something that many 
people think is not the right 
direction for livestock farm¬ 
ing to go into." 

Van Wingerden said that 
animal welfare is his top 
priority, pointing to many 
design elements in the con¬ 
struction that are intended 
to make life as easy as pos¬ 
sible for the cows such as 
rubber floors and poles in 
the stable. A small mead¬ 
ow of grass speckled with 
wildflowers grows on land 
next to the pontoon.Q 


Kudlow: US sales to Huawei wont imperil national security

WASHINGTON (AP) — White 
House economic adviser 
Larry Kudlow insisted Sun¬ 
day that President Donald 
Trump won't back off na¬ 
tional security concerns 
after agreeing to allow U.S. 
companies to sell some 
components to Chinese 
telecommunications giant 
Huawei. 

Kudlow told "FoxNewsSun- 
day" and CBS' "Face the 
Nation" that Huawei will 
remain on an American 
blacklist as a potential se¬ 
curity threat. He stressed 
that additional U.S. licens¬ 
ing "will be for what we call 
general merchandise, not 
national security sensitive," 
such as chips and software 
generally available around 
the world. 


'What's happening now 
is simply a loosening up 
for general merchandise," 
Kudlow said. 'This is not a 
general amnesty." 

Trump made the an¬ 
nouncement Saturday af¬ 


ter meeting with China's 
Xi Jinping at the Group of 
20 summit in J a pa n. Trump 
said U.S. companies could 
make the sales if the trans¬ 
actions don't present a 
"great, national emergen¬ 


cy problem." 

Several Republican sena¬ 
tors immediately expressed 
concerns. In a tweet Satur¬ 
day, Sen. Marco Rubio of 
Florida called the decision 
a "catastrophic mistake." 
Sen. Lindsey Graham, R- 
S.C., told CBS that Trump's 
agreement was "clearly 
a concession," and also 
said it would be a mistake 
if sales to Huawei involved 
"majortechnology." 

Sen.John Banasso, R-Wyo., 
described the Chinese 
company asa clearthreat 
to U.S. national security. 'To 
me, Huawei in the United 
States would be like a Tro¬ 
jan horse ready to steal 
more information from us," 
he told NBC's "Meet the 
Press." 

American officials accuse 


Huawei of facilitating Chi¬ 
nese spying, a charge the 
company denies, and see 
it asa growing competitive 
threat to U.S. technology 
industries 

Huawei's founder, Ren 
Zhengfei, said earlier this 
month it has cut its project 
sales by $30 billion overthe 
next two yearsdue to curbs 
on access to American 
chips and other compo¬ 
nents. He said smartphone 
sales outside China will fall 
40% Huawei's U.S. sales of 
network gear evaporated 
after a U.S. congressional 
panel labeled the compa¬ 
ny a security threat in 2012 
and told phone carriers to 
avoid it.

International forum: Do nt expect cheap money to do it a II

— Stocks have risen on 
expectation of more help 
from central banks, but an 
international financial fo¬ 
rum warned Sunday that 
the global recovery can't 
just rely on support from 
the likes of the U.S. Federal 
Reserve and the European 
Central Bank to get past its 
current shaky stretch. 

The admonition from the 
Bank for International Set¬ 
tlements comes as the Fed 
and the ECB are signaling 
that more stimulus could 
be on the way. That mes¬ 
sage from Fed chair Jay 
Powell and ECB head Ma¬ 
rio Draghi has helped send 
stock higher in Europe and 
the S&P 500 in the U.S. to a 
record high. 

The BIS is cautioning that 
governments need to 
bring other policies into the 
game — and thatthere are 


risks in relying too much on 
central bank stimulus such 
as cuts in interest rates and 
bond purchases that lower 
market borrowing costs. 
Those otherpoliciesinclude 
government spending 
where possible on growth- 
friendly infrastructure as 
well as pro-growth reforms 
such as slashing red tape 
for business. 

"Monetary policy can no 
longer be the main engine 
of economic growth, and 
other policy drivers need to 
kick in to ensure the global 
economy achieves sustain¬ 
able momentum," the BIS 
said in its annua I economic 
report. 

BISGeneral ManagerAgus- 
tin Carstens warned that 
while stimulus can help in 
the short run, it can have 
side effects further out 
such as over-inflating asset 
prices such as stocks and 
bonds, and feeding less 


productive zombie firms 
that wouldn't survive with- 
outcheap borrowing. 
Policymakers, he said, 
need 'to be mindful of all 
those tradeoffs" 

The BIS, a forum for central 
banks based in Basel, Swit¬ 
zerland, said the service 


industries and falling un¬ 
employment can shore up 
the ailing global recover 
in coming months. Rising 
wages and less unemploy¬ 
ment are offsetting a slow¬ 
down in manufacturing 
and global trade. 

Still, it said significant risks 


remain, notably related to 
trade tensions between 
the U.S. and China. U.S. 
President Donald Trump is 
seeking to reduce China's 
trade surplus and has im¬ 
posed new tariffs, or import 
taxes, while negotiating 
for a trade deal. Despite 
some apparent progressat 
a meeting between Trump 
and Chinese President Xi 
J inping at the summit of 
leaders from the Group of 
20 countries in Osaka, Ja¬ 
pan, there's uncertainty 
about the outcome, and 
whether more tariffs might 
be coming. 

'The trade tensions bring up 
questions about the viabil¬ 
ity of existing supply chain 
structures and the very fu¬ 
ture of the global trading 
system," Carstens said in a 
speech to the BIS annual 
meeting Sunday. "It bears

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Baby lobster numbers spell trouble for 
shellfish population

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) 

— Baby lobsters are con¬ 
tinuing to appear in high 
numbers off some parts of 
Canada while tailing off in 
New England, raising ques¬ 
tions about what the valu¬ 
able shellfish's population 
will look like in severa I yea rs. 
University of Maine scientist 
RickWahle has document¬ 
ed trends in baby lobster 
density for years, and re¬ 
leased new data for 2018 
this month. The new data 
reinforce recent trends 
about lobsters that show 
upticks off sites in Atlantic 
Canada, such assome ar¬ 
eas in Nova Scotia, Wahle 
said. Meanwhile, the Gulf 
of Maine reported below 
average numbers from Bar 
Harbor to Cape Cod, he 
said. 

Young lobsters settle into 
the ocean bottom, where 
they take shelter as they 
grow. Wahle tracks where 
lobsters are settling in 23 
areas from Rhode Island 
to Prince Edward Island, 
Canada. This year's data 
showed high totals in Ca¬ 
nadian locations such as 
St. Mary's Bay, Nova Scotia, 
and the southern Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, but low num¬ 
bers in Maine fishing areas 
such as the Midcoast re¬ 
gion and Casco Bay. 
American fishermen com¬ 
pete with Canada for the 
same species of lobster, 
which anchors one of the

most lucrative fisheries in 
either country. Some scien¬ 
tists have said the shellfish 
appearto be moving north 
aswaterswarm. 

"It's as if this wave that has 
crested in Maine is now in¬ 
creasing in Atlantic Cana¬ 
da," Wahle said. 

New England's commer¬ 
cial harvest of lobster has 
been strong in recent 
years, but it's dependent 
on young lobsters grow¬ 
ing to maturity. Some New 
England sites, such asthose 
off Rhode Island, show few 
baby lobsters at a II. 
America's lobster industry is 
based mostly in Maine, and 
its ha ul of the c rusta c ea ns 
has been high all decade. 
The state's catch peaked 
at an all-time high of 132.6 
million in 2016 before falling

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Controversial telescope to be built on sac ted Hawaiian peak

HONOLULU (AP) — After 
years of protests and legal 
battles, officials have an¬ 
nounced that a massive 
telescope which will allow 
scientists to peer into the 
mostdistant neachesof our 
early universe will be built 
on a Hawaiian volcano 
thatsome considersacred. 
The state announced a 
"notice to proceed" for the 
Thirty MeterTelescope proj¬ 
ect at a news conference 
Thursday. 

Hawaii Gov. David Ige said 
it was the final legal step in 
a long, often contentious, 
process, and that construc¬ 
tion is expected to begin 
sometime this summer. 

'We will proceed in a way 
that respects the people, 
place and culture that 
make Hawaii unique," Ige 
said. 'We are allstewardsof 
Mauna Kea. The state has 
an obligation to respect 
and honor the unique cul¬ 
tural and natural resources 
on this special mountain." 
Scientists say the summit is 
one of the best places on 
Earth for astronomy. The 
telescope would be three 
times as wide as the larg¬ 
est existing visible-light tele¬ 
scope in the world, with 
nine times more area. Sev¬ 
eral telescopes and obser¬ 
vatories a re already on the 
summit. 

But opponents say the 
telescope will desecrate 
sacred land atop Mauna 
Kea, the state's highest 
peak and a place of reli¬ 
gious importance to Native 
Hawaiians. 

State and county officials 
arrived at the summit early 
Thursday morning to re¬ 
move Native Hawaiian 
structures that had been 
built on land where the 
telescope will be construct¬ 
ed. 

Kealoha Pisciotta, a Na¬ 
tive Hawaiian activist who 
has led some of the protest 


efforts, said officials were 
only allowing astronomers 
through and blocking the 
road to the summit for ev¬ 
eryone else, including Ha¬ 
waiians who asked to go 
pray. The Department of 
Land and Natural resourc¬ 
es said one person was ar¬ 
rested by county police for 
obstruction. 

Native Hawaiians have 
used the structures for 
years, Pisciotta said, and 
she considers the removal 
of the structures to be des¬ 
ecration and discrimina¬ 
tory. 

'What's the argument for 
taking them down? It's 
completely discriminatory. 
It's hostile to the Native Ha¬ 
waiian people," she said. 
'These are places of wor¬ 
ship and the places where 
we lay our offering and our 
prayer." 

She said their rights to reli¬ 
gious freedom are being 
violated. 

"If someone went into a 
church and took down the 
crucifix or you know the 
cross, how would that be 


treated?"Pisciotta asked. 
Pisciotta said an overnight 
solstice ceremony was 
planned on the moun¬ 
tain and worried that they 
would be denied access. 
The group was also plan¬ 
ning to honoran elderwho 
recently died. 

'They know that we go up 
during solstice and equi¬ 
nox," said Pisciotta. We 
were preparing to head up 
tonight for the solstice and 
to honorhim."

The Atlanta Journal-Consti¬ 
tution reports the beagles, 
named Candie and Chip¬ 
per, were alerted to the 
passenger's checked bags 
at Hartsfield-J ackson Inter¬ 
national Airport on Friday.

The snails were turned over 
to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, while the food 
was destroyed. The USDA's 
website says such snails 
are illegally imported for 


A spokesman for the state 
attorney general's office 
said in an email that offi¬ 
cials will not restrict access 
for that event.

Hue J ustice' explores lawyer who defends death row inmates

— Civil rights attorney Bry¬ 
an Stevenson rarely slows 
down, friends and fam¬ 
ily say. It seems he's always 
looking over details on 
death penalty cases from 
his Montgomery, Alabama- 
based Equal Justice Initia¬ 
tive. If he's not speaking on 
the criminalization of black 
men, Stevenson is research¬ 
ing another historical site 
connected to an episode 
of racial violence. 

But a new HBO documen¬ 
tary on Stevenson attempts 
to get him to sit, speak and 
exp la in why he believesthe 
legacy of lynchings of Afri¬ 
can America ns in the U.S. is 
directly linked to those who 
have wrongly been put 
on death row. In his mind, 
racial structures of oppres¬ 
sion have remained in the 
U.S. judicial system since 
the Jim Crow-era and the 
death penalty is merely 
their direct descendant. 


"Most people don't know 
about our history of lynch¬ 
ing," Stevenson told Ihe As¬ 
sociated Press in a phone 
interview shortly after re¬ 
ceiving news Friday that 
the Supreme Court had 
overturned the death sen¬ 
tence for Curtis Flowers , 
a Mississippi black man. 
"People have never been 
required to talk about it. 
But when you sit and think 
about it, the correlation is 
there." 

Stevenson said the white 
lynch mob transformed 
into a formal judicial pro¬ 
cess in which often white 
prosecutors, white judges 
and largely white juries are 
tasked with deciding if a 
poor, black male accused 
of a crime is sentenced to 
death. 

'True J ustice: Bryan Steven¬ 
son's Fight for Equality," set 
to air Wednesday on HBO, 
shows how the Harvard- 
trained attorney is now 
dedicating his life to forc¬ 
ing the U.S. to face the vio¬ 


lence experienced by its 
communities of color. 

The Delaware-bom Steven¬ 
son gained national atten¬ 
tion in 1993 after he helped 
exonerate Walter McMil- 
lian, a 46-year-old black 
pulpwood workeron death 
row. McMillian had been 
sentenced to death for the 
1986 fatal shooting of an 
18-year-old white woman 
in an Alabama town where 
Harper Lee wrote 'To Kill a 
Mockingbird." But Steven¬ 
son was able to prove that 
a key witness had lied and 
prosecutors withheld im¬ 
portant evidence. 

The attorney then helped 
exonerate Anthony Ray 
Hinton in 2015, an African 
American man who spent 
30 years on death row in 
Alabama after he was 
convicted forthe 1985 slay¬ 
ing of two fast-food man¬ 
agers. Stevenson was able 
to show that experts could 
prove Hinton's mother's 
gun, the one prosecutor 
said was using in the killings,

"Fleishman Is in Trouble" 
(Random House), by Taffy 
Brodesser-Akner 
There was once a time 
when becoming a doc¬ 
tor or marrying one was 
an ideal measure of suc¬ 
cess. But "Fleishman Is in 
Trouble," the new novel by 
Taffy Brodesser-Akner, re¬ 
jects that antiquated no¬ 
tion and several other tired 
societal tropes, shining a 
light on how we view work, 
relationships and material 
things. 

Toby Fleishman, a Manhat¬ 
tan doctor and father of 
two, is in the middle of a 
painful divorce and finds 
the best medicine isswiping 
right on Tinder to ease his 
pain. The plot takes place 
over just a few weeks, but 
the story of how his 14-yea r 
marriage to Rachel de¬ 
volved into an angry, bitter 
mess comes in flashbacks 
of how the couple met, fell 
in love and built a life to¬ 


gether. 

An old friend of Toby's 
serves as the narrator and 
judge, coloring the story 
with her own insecurities 
and marital itchiness. The 
first part of the book reveals 
Toby's side of things, and 
while he paints himself as 
a martyr who took a back 
seat in his career as a liver 
specialist to play Mr. Mom, 
it's clear his self-pity, fear of 
failure and disappointment 
in the way his life hastumed 
out contributed to the disin¬ 
tegration of the family. 

In Toby's version, Rachel 
is the easy villain — ob¬ 
sessed with money and 
status — who rose from as¬ 
sistant to superagent to the 
stars, working long hours, 
networking for social and 
professional gain, and be¬ 
coming the breadwinner 
while growing increasingly 
powerful and financially 
successful. 

The seeds of resentment 
are sown as Toby feels in¬ 
creasingly inadequate and 


Rachel's busy schedule 
and pressure to keep up 
with the elite banker crowd 
pushes her to the point of 
a breakdown. Rachel gets 
hersayin the last part of the 
book, and we see where 
she got herdrive, how spe¬ 
cific life events devastated 
herand made herfeel like 
no one — including Toby — 
had herback. 
Brodesser-Akner is a jour¬ 
nalist best known for her 
in-depth celebrity inter¬ 
views, including a New York 
Timesmagazine coverstory 
on Gwyneth Paltrow and 
Goop that got attention 
for its incisive reporting and 
humor. The author's sharp 
wit and descriptions of a 
certain urban privileged life 
are dead-on and often hi¬ 
larious. The novel feelsfresh 
and modem with a satirical 
edge, but enough truth to 
sting even the schmoopiest 
of married couples. 

She describes how parent¬ 
ing and work exhaustion, 
bitterness and dreams un-

realized strip the desire out 
of sex until it becomes a 
chore. All the mid-life cri¬ 
ses symptoms are here: 
from tawdry affairs to Bo¬ 
tox boosts, yoga retreats 
and the politics of navigat¬ 
ing dating app hookups. 
Stay-at-home moms won't 
like her assertion that they 
have it easier than working 


mothers, who are, after aII, 
juggling two jobs. 

There's a plot twist that 
drives the narrative, but 
it's the way that Brodesser- 
Akner manages to notice 
both the minutiae of rela¬ 
tionships that universally 
drives people crazy as well 
as a macro picture of how 
being married feels after 
15 years that anchor the 
book. Both Toby and Ra¬ 
chel get caught up in her 
drive for the house in the 
Hamptons, private schools 
and invitations to exclusive 
playdates, clouding their 
valuesand breaking prom¬ 
ises they made to each 
otherlong ago. 

One overall message isthat 
holding onto the routine 
of staying "busy" — over¬ 
scheduling, rushing, com¬ 
peting and social media 
posting — often results in 
feelings of loneliness, inad- 
equacyand a lackofcon- 
nection. 

Toby Fleishman isn't the 
only one in trouble. □ 


Big music lest abruptly ended oversee urity, fraud suspicion

BRUSSELS (AP) — A music 
festival in Belgium featuring 
major stars like rapperCar- 
di Bcame to a chaotic end 
before it had even started. 
Security concerns were os¬ 
tensibly the reason behind 
the cancellation of the 
VestiVille festival in Belgium 
on Friday, though local of¬ 
ficials have launched a 
fraud investigation. 
That'sadded a furtherlayer 
of confusion and rekindled 
memories of the Fyre Festi¬ 
val, the failed music bash 
in the Bahama sin 2017 that 
was brought to the world's 
attention in a smash Netf- 
lix documentary earlier this 
year. 

Videos posted on Twitter 
show an elaborate stage 
apparently ready for the 
three-day music fest on a 
campsite in Lommel, in Bel¬ 
gium's Flemish region. But 
thousands of festival-goers 
from around Europe and 
elsewhere got a shock as 
police, some with dogs, 
moved in to try to keep 
them out of the grounds 
Belgium's RTBF network said 
Saturday that the Limbourg 


prosecutor's office has 
opened an investigation 
on suspicion of fraud over 
payments and quoted 
spokesman Jeroen Swijs 
sen as saying three of the 
festival organizers were 
questioned Friday night. 


The three were not identi¬ 
fied. An investigating judge 
was said to be question¬ 
ing them further over the 
weekend on an array of 
suspicions including fraud, 
laundering and breach of 
trust. 


VestiVille wrote on Face- 
book and Twitter on Friday 
that Lommel Mayor Bob 
Nijsstopped the festival on 
security grounds. The posts 
said that after consulting 
security services and se¬ 
curity for star rapper A$AP 


Rocky, "itwasdecided that 
the safety of the artist and 
the public could not be 
guaranteed." However, se¬ 
curity issues were not cur¬ 
rently included in the inves¬ 
tigation. A$AP Rocky said 
on Twitter that the promot¬ 
ers had told him that "secu¬ 
rity and infrastructure con¬ 
cerns" would have been 
"handled but unfortunately 
foryouand me they didn't." 
There was no immediate 
response to an email query 
to VestiVille about alleged 
deficiencies and other po¬ 
tential problems behind 
the cancellation, which re¬ 
called the Fyre Festival de¬ 
bacle. That was meant to 
be a music blowout in a lux¬ 
urious setting on a Bahami¬ 
an island. It never opened 
due to a bevy of problems 
from security to food. 
Rapper Ja Rule, a co¬ 
founder of Fyre Festival, 
was to perform Saturday 
at VestiVille. He has denied 
any involvement in any 
fraud and has never been 
charged with any wrong¬ 
doing related to the failed 
enterpriseO 
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
